The drill room ut police headquarters, 


laat evening presented a scene in which the 
deplorable results and miseries entailed by 
the rebellion were exhibited in a vivid 
light. 
Several families, including three 


mala members, and the rest women and 
children, numbering twenty, were ranged 
on the benches. They were fugitives from 
Arkansas and Texas, having been driven 
from their homea in consequence of having 
avowed Union sentiments. 
They came 


from Springfield to Holla on a government 
train, and tho railroad faro was defrayed to 
this city by the government. The men had 
letters to tho agent of the Refugee Aid So- 
ciety, in this city, from the chaplain of the 
post regiment at Springfield.

Among the party waa a woman named 


De Lamirande, who came all the way on 
foot to Springlield from Granvillo, Cook 
county, Texas, bringing with her a little 
girl about two years of age. 
She bad ex- 


perienced troubles enough to have borne 
down a dozen other leas resolute women. 
The hiatory given by thin woman waa thril- 
ling. She relates that in Cook county, last 
fall, seven Union men were hung. 


_ Iler husband, whoso namo wna Jool Fran- 
cis tie Lumirandp, waa tried for treason 
againat tho confederate government, and 
sentenced to tho penitentiary for life. 
Hm 


wife moved an appeal, and while he waa 
atill in jail ahe contrived a scheme to effect 
hia release. Sho procured a saw oud an. 
gor and contrived to get them into her hus- 
band's cell. He soon bored out, and giv- 
ing her directions to make hei- way towards 
the north, while ho would go to Mexico 
and get put on the seaboard, where he 
would join the firat northern troopa he met 
with and fight until the end of the war— 
then ho would join her. 
" Her husband was born in St. Louis, 


and when four years old was taken to New 
York. At tho age of seventeen ho joined 
the army and wont to Mexico. Ho after- 
wards Bottled in Mexico, where ho married 
the woman who gave this information, 
about eight years ago. 
Mrs. De Mamiraude 


was born and raised in Morgan county, 
Illinois, and went to Texas quite young. 
They acquired a competence, and had one 
thousand dolmrs hi gold Jaid up when the 
war broke out. 


"After her huaband'a escape she waa 


threatened with hanging, and escaped in 
the night, taking a horse, which she sold 
for money enough to pay her expenses on 
tho way to Missouri, and has ton dollars 
left. She traveled part of the way with a 
man named York, who stopped at the llib- 
edeanx. ID reply to our question whether 
York was a good Union man, she replied, 
' Why, miater, he waa a Union man from 
the word jump!' 


"On her route she pasaed through the 


Indian nation. She aays she has seen so 
much trouble that' sometimes she can't re- 
tain her right mind.' In answer to a ques- 
tion, she said there was a 'right smart 
Union feeling in Texas, but they dar'nt 
own it.' In Collier county there were over 
three hundred Union people ' laying out' 
for our troops to come." 


The Nashville Union, speaking of the 


typhoid fever which is killing BO many fed- 
eral soldiers in Vicksburg, inquires wheth- 
er or not thousands of valuable lives would 
be saved, if that place was garrieoned, as 
it ought to be, with negro floldieia. Also, 
whether those who oppose tho employment 
of acclimated negroes in the south in or 
dor to save the feelings of traitors, are not 
the deliberate murderers of our white sol- 
diers. There can be no doubt on these 
points, yet our copperhead neighbors ex- 
perience no compunction. Having consent 
ed to tht; death of tho nation, they feel that 
tbo sacrifice of a few thousand more or less 
of its defenders ia nothing, if only the ne- 
gro can be kept in subjection thereby. If 
hia enlargement aud freedom would bring 
peace to morrow, they would oppose it 
with satanic fervor.—Daily Ai'/V.

RKFCGEES FROM TUB SOUTH. 


Terrible Suffering* of 'Women and 
Children—Union boixtlincnt In TexjK. 


The St. Louis Union of the 6th instant, 


publishes the following: 


The drill room at police headquarters, 


last evening presented a scene in which the 
deplorable results and miseries entailed by 
the rebellion were exhibited in, a vivid 
light. 
Several families, iaclading three 


male members, and the rest women and 
children, numbering twenty, were ranged 
on the benches. They were fugitives from 
Arkansas and 1'exas, having been driven 
from their homes in consequence of having 
avowed Union sentiments. 
They .came 


from Springfield to Rolla on a government 
train, and tha railroad fare waa defrayed to 
this citj by the government. The men had 
letters to the agent of the Refugee Aid So- 
ciety, in this city, frop the chaplain of the 
post regiment at Springfield. 
William W. 


•Farnaworth had his wife and nine little 
girls. 
This family were refugees from 


Carrol county, Arkansas. One man named 
Lewis had his three little girls with him 
The mother of the children was dragge 
out of bed by the 'barbarians last sprin 
and died. 


Among the party was a woman name 


De Lamirande, who came all the way o 
foot to Springfield from Grauville, Coo 
county, Texas, bringing with her a littl 
giri about two years of age. 
She had->ej 


perienced troubles enough to have born, 
down a dozon other less resolute women 
The history given by this woman was thril 
ling. She relates that in Coot county, laa 
fall, seven Union men were huag. 


Her husband, whose came was J'oel Fran 


cis de Lamirande, was tried for treason 
against tho confederate government, am 
sentenced to the penitentiary for life. 'H: 
wife moved an appeal, and while he was 
still in jail she contrived a scheme to feffeci 
hie release. Sho procured a saw and au 
ger and contrived to get them into her hus- 
band's cell. He BOOB bored out, and giv- 
ing her directions to make her way towards 
the north, whilo he would go to Mezico 
and get out on the seaboard, where he 
wpuld-join the first northern troops-he met 
with and fight until the end of the war— 
then he would join her. 


" Her husband was born in St. Louis, 


and when four years old was taken to New 
York. At the age of seventeen he joined 
the array and went to Mexico. Ha after- 
wards settled in Mexico, where he married 
the' woman who gave this information, 
about eight years ago. 
Mrs.DeMamirande 


was born and raised in Morgan county, 
[jliuois, and went to Texas quite young. 
They acquired a competence, and had one 
housand dollars in gold Jaid np when the 
war broke out.

It i« thought, both in this country and 


England, that if the iron-clad ranis now 
building in England for the rebels, are per- 
mitted to sail, it will lead to a crisis danger- 
cm to the peace of the two countries. At 
the latest accounts one of them was ready 
to sail, and the pirate Florida was hovering 
in the Channel to give her safe escort. The 
CM* of these rams is different from that of 
the other piratical vessels built for the con- 
federates in England. 
They are ready, 


without further armament, for offensive and 
destructive operations against our shipping. 
In regard to the others it wag contended 
that they were not " equipped," and might 
be used for either commercial or warlike 
purposes; butj these rams have powerful 
iteel prows, ready to run down and sink 
whatever craft they chance to attack. It 
is boatted that they are able " cut the War- 
rior in two." 
Many of the English news- 


papers, including the ministerial organ, 
boldly conteud for the right of these ves- 
sels to leave the British waters, but the 
Daily News and the Star aro filled with 
protests against this procedure. 


The Emancipation Society of England 


has alto sent a remonstrance to the minis- 
try, and eveu th« Times has, for a wonder, 
taken ground against it. It says: 


" We hold and acknowledge it unlawful 


to equip vessels of war for the use of a bel- 
ligerent, we being neutrals, and yet *i«ry 
cr«w#r tit the service of the southern states 
hat been, as a matter of fact, tent to tea from 
theporbofihi*country." 
* * * "On 


both sides, therefore, it is felt that nentrals 
•hould not supply belligerents with vessels 
of war, and yet a confederate cruiser is said 
to be somewhere in British waters awaiting 
the appearance of her new consorts at a 
rendezvous. Can this be right 1 We think 
not. 
If we were snhappily plunged again 


into war, we might soon find reason to wish 
that we had supported with greater zeal the 
representations of the federals in the mat- 
tor of these southern cruiser)." 


What the decision of the English minis- 


try will be cannot be foreseen. The atti- 
tude heretofore taken lias been against.the 
north, but that was upon questions not 
likely to be decisive of peace or war. Now 
it is expected that war will fullow, either 
immediately or remotely, with A certainty, 
if these vassals are permitted to depart, and 
Lord Palmeraton may have come to the 
conclusion that it is not best to go quite so 
far as that, considering the present prospect* 
and condition of the confederates. We 
•ball know in a few days.

The following particulars in regard to 


this affair, we havo gathered from £1. B. 
Freeman, agent of H. S. Bradley & Co., of 
thia city, who was in New Lisbon at tho 
tiino of the affray, nud gnw tho Creator part 
of it: 


P. .1. Bellinger, who, «s wj Imvo already 


stated, was of the firm of A. B. ilnwitt & 
Co., had viaited New Lisbon ou business, 
and on the evening of the 10th itist., be- 
tween seven and eight o'clock, met, in tho 
street near the post office, a Dr. Secor, of 
that place, and, being acquainted with him, 
entered into conversation with him. 
The 


conversation soon turned upon tho VIM, and 
Bellinger, becoming excited, denounced the 
administration In unmeasured terms, accus- 
ed it of unnecessarily making war upon 
the south, and, by his wholo mauacr 
conveying the idea that he was much more 
in sympathy with the rebels than with the 
government. The doctor remonstrated with 
him aa being too severe, and, knowing some- 
thing of his passionate nature, tried to 
calm him, but, seeing that he Mas very 
much excited, and fearing trouble, he left 
him. In the meantime quite a crowd had 
collected, among which were a number of 
soldiers of the 30th regiment, who, upon 
the doctor leaving, took up the conversa- 
tion quite spiritedly. 


Bellinger then become still more excited, 


and going out into the street, loaded his 
pistol, saying to the soldiers, "I cnn whip 
the whole of Co. C, 30th regiment; and, 
damn you, if yon follow me I'll shoot you." 
He then went into the store of a Mr. Roth, 
the soldiers following him to the door, and 
wanting him to come out. This he refused 
to do. Roth then went out, and, locking 
the door after him, fastened Bellinger in. 


This enraged the soldiers very much, and 


they declared they wonld have him out, and, 
running around to the rear of the store, 
broke in one of the windows. Bellinger, 
seeing his danger, jumped ont of the front 
window and ran for the Georgia House, 
the soldiers following close upon his heels. 
Mr. Freeman, fearing trouble, started away 
from the crowd, but had gone only a few 
steps when he heard six pistol shots in rap- 
id succession, and turning about found that 
one soldier was killed and three were wound- 
ed. The soldiers then caught Bellinger, 
and, throwing him upon the ground, pound- 
ed him very severely. Tney then let him 
go, and he ran into the bar-room. 


After he got into the house, the soldiers 


learned that one of their number was killed, 
and the scene that waa then presented, says 
ocr informant, was fearful. The soldiers 
were frantic, some with rage and »ome with 
grief—some vowing vengeance, and others 
crying like children, and bewailing their 
d«ad comrade in moat piteous terms, saying 
he has killed a peaceable man—u soldier 
in the service of his country. 


They then made a rush into the bar-room 


for him, but the captaiu aud a number of 
citizensgot him down by the bar, and form- 
ing a line in front of him, thus kept ofl' tho 
soldiers for an hour and a half, in the 
meanwhile trying to paoify them by telling 
them that justice should bo done. 


A portion of them finally went out, and 


it was hoped the danger wns over, but in a 
«hort time some dozen or more returned, 
and. rushing in, blew out tho lights, and 
siesing Bellinger dragged him into the 
street, and again beat him dreadfully. He 
lay for some minutea apparently dead, but 
suddenly got up and ran some thirty or 
forty rods, but was again pursued and over- 
taken, And this time literally beaten to 
death. 


The soldier killed was shot in the chest; 


the one most severely wounded was shot in 
the side, the ball striking a rib obliquely 
and glancing off. 
Of tho other soldiers shot 


one was hit in the forehead aud the other 
in the month, the balls striking in such a 
way as not to do much injury. 


The captain and a gergeant of tho com- 


pany, together with the citif.ens, made ev- 
ery effort to protect Bellinger from the sol- 
diers. A woman by the nameoflilwood 
showed remarkable bravery and presence 
of mind.

What the Attack on Charleston 
Tenuhen 


There- is a great diffrrccco of opinion 


among professional and unprofessional men 
aa to the merit? of the IrUe and present at- 
tack on Charleston. Admiral Dupout was 
very widely cc-isured for not having renew- 
ed his bombardment, although tho sworn 
evidence of such men M Draylon and Wor- 
den showed that it would ho impolitic to do 
90, and not u few have blamed Admiral 
Dahlgren for tho tardiness of hi'i rocotiL 
movements. Some of our "leading jour- 
nals" hove abused the government Tor 
building so many iron-dads, while others 
have declared the new ships failures. 
The 


Tribune was the only paper which, when 
the iron-clatU were first introd.-rd, criti- 
cised them correctly and impartially ; imd 
we have no hesitation now in defending 
them when thoir fllrong points r.ren.isailcd. 
In au article, which called forth a letter 
from Capt. Kricsaon, wo showed that the 
speed of the monitors hud failed to reach 
the required point, aud also that their of- 
fensive attributes were not so formidable as 
waH claimed by their advocates. These, 
however, being their chief defects, it is but 
right to state how much of tho delay in 
taking Charleston may bo attributed to 
their inefficiency. 
In tho first place, they 


havu been proved almost impregnable* to 
shot and shell. The wooden navies of Eng- 
land and Franco would have been sunk by 
one-fiftieth part of the missiles that have 
fallen harmlessly on their sides. In the 
first attack, even the inconvenionciea and 
injuries sustained ou boatd the armored 
ships arose ns much from the imperfect 
working of tho machinery as from any oth- 
er cause. 


It is not generally known that in ovory 


one of these little ships thero are seven 
distinct engines, all performing different 
and distinct operation. 
Tho most trifling 


disarrangement of any of those engines, or 
the machinery attached to them, would 
temporarily paralyze the craft; and when 
ships aro new, not only in material hut in 
form, it is only natural to expect accidents 
of this sort. ID the present attack, how- 
ever, wo have not heard of any serious in- 
juries to even the machinery. 
During the 


long, continuous siege whk;h has witnessed 
an incessant shower of missiles on our 
ships, not a hole has been mado nor a bolt 
broken. 
This fact, taken by itself, estab- 


lishes beyond contradiction tho unprece- 
dented valuo of iron-clad vessels-of-wp.r. 
Where is tho wooden ship in any navy of 
the world thnt could stand fiix consecutive 
well-placed shots from a rebel rifled gun, 
and float ? 


Sir John Packinglon declared in the Eng- 


lish parliament, before the advent of iron- 
clods, that a modern naval battle between 
two firstclaaa line of-battlo ships would re-

ned by over 100 sailors, under lieutenant 
commanding Williams, of the Wiasahickon, 
and 100 marines under captnin McAuley. 
The entire force was commanded by com' 
rnodore Stevens, of the monitor Palupsco. 
The boats wero towed within a short dis- 
tance of the fort whence they advanced.— 
Three boats under commodore Williams, 
liontenant Kenny aud ensign Porter landed 
and the parties attempted to run up the 
ruins to the parapet. They were fired up- 
on by musketry and hand grenades thrown 
down upon thorn. The slope was RO sharp 
they wura unable to reach the parapet. A 
signal was given from the fort aud in au in- 
stant nil the rebel batteries opened on the 
fort and shelled it severely. Three boats 
wero smashed and ull who landed were kill- 
od or captured. 


Lieutenant Bradford, of tho marines, wns 


mortally wounded and captured. 


Commodore Williams,lieutcnant3 Kenny, 


Preston, Brower, and JJunce, Dr. Wheeler,

THB AFFRAY AT NBW L.ISBOK. 


'fttrtlonl»riift-oin an Bye-WHncur. 


The following particulars in regard to 
iis nffair, we havo gathered from H. B. 
"•woman, agent, ofJBL S. Bradley & Co., of 
iis" city, who was in New Lisbon at tho 
ine of the aBray, aud saw tbo greater part 
f i t : 
P. J. Bellinger, who, as we have already 


tated, was of the firm of A. B. Hewitt & 
.Jo.,'had visited New Lisbon on business, 
nd on tha evening of the 10th inst., bo- 
ween seven and eight o'clock, met, in tho 
treot near the post office, a Dr. Secor, of 
lat place, and, being acquainted with him, 
ntored into conversation -with him. The 
onversation soon turned upon tho war, and 
ellinger, becoming excited, denounced tbe 
dministration In unmeasured terms, accus- 
d it of unnecessarily making war upon 
ae south, and, by his whole manner 
onveying the idea that he was much more 
n sympathy with the rebels than with the 
government. The doctor remonatrs.ted with 


im as being too severe, and, knowing some- 
hinR of his passionate nature, tried to 
aim him, but, seeing that he was very 
uch excited, aud fearing trouble, he left 


him. In the-meantime quite a crowd had 
ollected, among which were a number of 
oldiers of the 30th regiment, who, upon 
he doctor leaving, took up tha oonversa- 
ion quite spiritedly. 


Bellinger then become still more-axcited, 


.nd-going out into the street, loaded his 
pistol, saying to the soldiera, "I can whip 
he whole of Co. C, 30th regiment.; and, 
damn yon, if yon follow me I'll shoot you." 
le then went into the store of a Me. Both, 
he soldiers following him to the door, and 
wanting him to come out. This he refused 
odo. Roth then went out, and, _ locking 
he door after him," fastened Bellinger in. 


This enraged the soldiers very much, and 


jhey declared they would have him out, and, 
running around to the rear of the atoro, 
broke in one of the windows. 
Bellinger, 


seeing his danger, jumped oat of the front 
window and ran for "the Georgia Honso, 
the soldiers following close upon his heels. 


'. Freeman, fearing trouble, started away 


from the crowd,- but "had gone only a few 
ileps when he heard-six'pistol shots in rap- 
jd succession, and turning about found that 
one soldier was killed and three wore wound- 
ed. The,.soldiers then caught Bellinger, 
and, throwing him upon tbe ground, pound- 
ed him very severely. '"-They then let him 
io, and he ran into the bar-room. 


After he got into .the house, the soldiers 


learned that one of'their, number was killed, 
and the-sc'ene that was then presented, says 
onr informant, was. fenrfnl. 
The soldiers 


were frantic, some with rage and some with 
grief—some vowing vengeance, and others 
crying like children, and bewailing their 
d»ad comrade iu most piteous terms, saying 
tie has killed a peaceable man—a soldier 
in tho service of bis country. 


They then, made a rush into the bar-room 


for him', but-the captaic and a number of 
citizens got him down by the bar, and form- 
ing a line-in front of him, thus kept off the 
soldiers for an hour and a half, in the 
meanwhile trying to,pacify them by telling 
them that justice should be done. 
. A portion of uhein finally went out, and 
it was hoped the danger waa over, but in a 
«hort time some dozen or more returned, 
and, rushing in, blew out tho lights, and 
siezing Bellinger dragged him into the 
street, and.again bent him dreadfully. He 
lay for some minutes apparently dead, but 
suddenly got np and ran some thirty or 
forty rods, but was again pursued and over 
taken, and this time literally beaten to 
death. 


Tho soldier killed was shot in the cuost 


the one most severely wounded was shot in 
the side, the ball striking' a rib obliquely 
and glancing off. Of the other soldiers shot 
one was hit in the forehead and the other 
in the'.month, the balls striking in such a 
way as not to do much injury. 


; The captain aud a sergeant of tho com 


pany, together with the citiuens, made av 
cry efibrt-to'protect Bellinger from the sol 
diers. A woman by the name ofElwooc 
Bhowed remarkable bravery and presence 
of mind. Placing.hergejf between tha sol 
diers and Bellinger, she declared tbftt nonf 
should touch him,.'except they first passed 
over her dead body. The soldiers, howev 
er, were so much infuriated by what Bellen 
ger had said, and by his killing and wound 
mi* some of their number, that they woak 
not be restrained, and the tragedy terrain 
ated as we have said. 


Tho sadeat part of it is, that the soldier 


killed, was in. no way connected with the 
affair, but had just come up to see what was 
going t-n, and had,but just entered the 
crowd when "he received the fatal shot. 


This sad tragedy, id another fearful com 


ment upon the danger of carrying weapons 
in private life; bnt for Bellinger's pisto 
this terrible scene would not havo been en 
acted, as the soldiers had no weapons, anc 
showed no desire to commit any fatal injury 
npon Bellinger until he had fired upon them

It is not generally known that in 


..ne of these little ships there are 
distinct engines, all performing different 
and distinct operation.

This fact, taken by itaelf, eatab- 
iehes beyond contradiction the unprece- 
dented value of iron-clad vessels-of-war. 
,Vh«re is the wooden ship in any navy of 
the world that could stand six consecutive 
well-placed ahotB from a rebel rifled gun, 
and float ? 


Sir John Packington declared in the Eng- 


,ish parliament, before the advent of iron- 
clada, that a modern naval battle between 
two firstclass line-of-battle ships would re- 
salt in mutual annihilation — the projectiles 
aud guns being too formidable to copo with 
any wooden hull. Yet Surater and Wag- 
ner and Morris Island have poured a per- 
fect hail of 150-pouadere" on tho bulwarks 
of .these little crafts without seriously dis 
abling one of them, 
were conceived to resist 


Iron-clad vessels 
projectiles, and it 


is yet to be proved that they cannot pass 
any fort or fortress in the world uninjured, 
provided that harbor obstructions, -which 
have nothing to do with" the armor on their 
sides, are removed—their power to inflict 
dama£8 baiup, of course, a secondary con- 
sideration. Condemning iron-clads, there- 
fore, because their batteria are not eo strong 
as they ought to bo, would belike condemn- 
ing the hull of magnificent ship because 
her engines were bad. If blame is due to 
anybody, let it fail in the right quarter.— 
The artillerists must bear the brunt of these 
failures, and not the irou-clad builders. 


If we cannot, firing from sunrise till sun 


set, batter Sumter or Wagner to atoms, tha' 
is tho fault of our guns, not of our ships 
and ths sooner the {'act is perfectly under- 
stood the better. 
To get an idea of the 


amount of metal wasted through deficien 
artillery in these attacks on Charleston, it 
is only necessary to call into requisition a 
few fignres.
